POPULATION  and  BIRTH  RATE 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  show  that  the  population  is 
almost  stationary  at  18,610. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a slight  increase  there  being  316  live 
births  compared  with  309  in  1965. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  also  shows  a decrease,  there  being 
24  compared  with  28  in  1965.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  continued  to  be 
most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged,  with  financial  assistance 
from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accommodation  for  unmarried 
mothers  in  Homes  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  an  increase  from  1965. 
There  were  eleven  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  giving 
a rate  of  34.8. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  by  4.  There 
were  32  deaths  from  cancer  compared  with  37  in  1965  and  of  these 
4 males  died  from  cancer  of  the  lungs.  Heart  Diseases  and  associated 
diseases  continue  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  death,  there  being 
84  such  cases  in  1966  compared  with  78  in  1965. 

There  was  no  death  associated  with  childbirth.

6.  WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 

This  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Adwick-le-Street  Council  and 

membr^^/°rtHhe-Welfarl0f  the  Aged>  which  consists  of 
members  of  that  authority  together  with  persons  interested  in  the 

welfare  of  the  aged.  These  services,  which  are  all  free  to  old  people 

actTvitierdunT'rf"^  ^ Publk  HeaIth  DePai™nt,  and  the 
activities  during  the  year  have  been  as  detailed  below. 
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Chiropody  Service 

This  service  is  held  at  Woodlands  and  Carcroft  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  at  Highfields  Welfare  Hall,  and  is  greatly  appreciated 
oy  the  old  folks,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  get  about  in  comfort. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  aged  persons,  this  service  has  been 
extended  to  expectant  mothers  and  physically-handicapped  persons 
and  is  a free  service  to  all. 

The  attendances  during  the  year  are  given  below  : — 


Recreation  Room  — 

Chestnut  View,  off  Edward  Road,  Carcroft 

This  Centre  continues  to  be  a local  centre  for  the  aged  in  this 
vicinity.  A Committee  appointed  by  the  members  organise  the  many 
social  activities. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Director  of  Further  Education  the 
handicapped  class  started  at  the  centre  continues  to  be  successful. 
Along  with  eleven  such  classes  — Bentley  U.D.C.  and  the  Doncaster 
R.D.C.  a most  interesting  show  of  work  was  held  at  the  Welfare 
Hall,  Carcroft. 

Laundry  Service 

This  service  continues  as  in  previous  years  and  deals  with  the 
linen  for  incontinent  cases. 

Wardens  Service 

The  new  legislation  which  came  into  effect  at  the  latter  end 
of  1965  empowering  local  authorities  to  appoint  wardens  to  visit 
aged  persons  living  in  private  houses  made  it  possible  to  implement 
such  schemes  in  this  area  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Surveys  had  already  been  carried  out  and,  in  fact,  2 wardens 
had  been  employed  by  the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
on  pilot  schemes  for  some  years.  These  two  schemes  were  “taken 
over”  by  the  local  authority  and  additional  wardens  appointed  for 
private  areas.  At  present  there  are  14  wardens  and  five  relief  wardens. 

The  wardens  report  regularly,  by  telephone  and  visits,  to  the 
Health  Department  and  a card  index  system  — one  card  per  dwelling 
— listing  relevant  information  operated.  Accidents  in  the  home  are  also 
reported  to  the  Health  Department.  All  schemes  are  operating 
efficiently  and  the  requests  for  assistance  cover  a very  wide  range 

Where  possible  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  a “private 
area”  warden  with  a concentrated  area  to  curtail  to  a minimum  the 
amount  of  travelling  but,  even  so,  these  areas  are  not  so  convenient

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  WATER 

This  District  is  represented  on  the  Doncaster  and  District  Joint 
Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  to  the  whole  of  the  area  is 
sufficient  and  wholesome.  Samples  are  regularly  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
only  house  in  the  district  not  previously  connected  to  the  towns  water 
supply,  has,  I am  pleased  to  say,  now  been  connected  up. 


2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Mill  Stream,  the  River  Skel  and  Ea  Beck  flow  through 
the  area. 


3.  DRAINAGE 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  continues  to  be  classified 
as  satisfactory.  With  the  erection  of  the  new  houses,  the  capacity  of 
the  existing  sewage  works  has  now  reached  its  maximum.  This  area 
is  a coal  mining  area,  and  subsidence  has  unfortunately  affected  both 
the  sewers  and  the  sewage  works.  Because  of  the  subsidence,  the 
sewage  works  has  been  repaired  twice  since  the  war,  and  the  re- 
sewering of  the  district  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s  Con- 
sultants, Messrs  D.  Balfour  and  Sons,  London  S.W.l.  During  1965 
the  construction  of  the  storm  water  relief  sewer  in  Tenter  Balk  Lane 
was  completed. 


4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Refuse  is 
tipped  on  land  at  Bentley  Moor  Lane,  Adwick-le-Street. 


5.  SCHOOLS 

There  are  seven  primary  school  departments,  two  secondary 
modem  schools,  and  one  grammar  school.  In  addition  the  R.C. 
School  is  an  all-department  school. 

There  is  also  in  the  district  the  W.R.C.C.  Training  Centre. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year. 

There  are  five  school  canteens  in  the  area,  and  in  addition  the 
Training  Centre  has  its  own  Canteen.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
some  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitor  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is 
provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculosis  patients.  Details  of  the

It  is  not  always  possible  to  visit  each  individ- 
ual dwelling-house  or  hut,  although  this  is  attempted. 

Rat  infestation  exists  mainly  where  the  food  supply  is  available. 
During  the  past  year  248  treatments  have  been  carried  out  as  a 
result  of  which  1,060  rat  bodies  and  122  mouse  bodies  have  been 
recovered  and  disposed  of.  The  number  of  live  rats  left  after  treat- 
ment is  of  more  importance  than  the  number  of  bodies  recovered, 
so  re-treatments  are  carried  out  when  necessary.

ICE-CREAM  (Heat  Treatment  Etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1947-52 

The  Regulations  broadly  require  that,  subject  to  certain 
qualifications,  the  ingredients  of  ice-cream  shall  be  heat-treated  after 
being  mixed,  and  that  the  mixture  shall  then  be  cooled  until  the 
freezing  process  has  begun.  After  freezing,  the  ice-cream  must  not 
be  sold  unless  it  has  been  kept  at  a temperature  of  not  more  than 
28°F.,  unless  it  has  again  been  heat-treated  and  then  kept  at  not 
more  than  28°F.  after  being  frozen. 

In  the  circular  accompanying  the  regulations,  it  is  stated  that  as 
yet  no  test  has  been  devised,  the  reliability  of  which  is  sufficiently 
established  to  justify  its  use  as  a statutory  test,  non-compliance  with 
which  would  constitute  an  offence.  However,  attention  is  being 
drawn  to  a form  of  methylene  blue  test,  and  it  is  suggested  that  if 
out  of  the  four  grades  recommended  ice-cream  consistently  fails  to 
reach  Grades  1 and  2,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as 
indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or  of  handling  which  call  for  further 
investigation. 

Of  the  103  ice-cream  samples  taken  : — 

102  were  Grade  I — Satisfactory,  1 was  Grade  IV.
